Higher Customs, But No 
Price Rise Expected 


Two new customs regula- 
tions increasing duty on raw 
materials for the plastics and 
rubber industry, and on tools, 
were announced yesterday by 
the Ministry of Finance 
spokesman. 


Duty of 65 per cent will be 
levied on raw materials for 
the plastics industry, which 
hitherto were exempt from 
duty. Raw materials for the 
rubber industry, excluding 
rubber for tires, will be charg- 
ed 35 per cent.
